his wife and child and Miss Anna Cox 
through the hold in the door and p laced 
them on the fire escap e.

BELIEF THAT T H EY ARE ENDOW ED 
W ITH SUPERIOR INTELLIGENCE. 


They Have Mental Q ualities Not PomsiMd 
by Otfear A nim als—Interesting Stories 
About Them —The First One B rought to 
This Conn try. 


Elephants never go to sleep w ithout 
leaving one of the herd awake to keep 
watch and give w arning in case of in ­ 
trusion. Go into the big m enagerie tent 
of the show any night after tho ele­ 
phants have gone to sleep, or go into 
one of the elephunt cars on a n ig h t m n, 
and you w ill find that, no m atter how 
quietly and stealthily you have entered, 
the eye of one m em ber of the herd is 
upon you. 
Conklin believes, as do most all ele 
pliant keepers, that the anim al can*un­ 
derstand w hat is said to it. 
Indeed, 
trainers assert th at it has more in te lli­ 
gence than any other anim al, and that 
it is the only one th a t can be taught to 
mind by word of m outh, w ithout other 
cues. 
T hat it is endowed to a lim ifea 
extent w ith reasoning powers is certain. 
One Germ an philosopher thinks he has 
discovered th a t this m ental development 
is due to the fact th at in the trunk tho 
elephant possesses a prehensile organ 
sim ilar to the hand of man. 
The hand, 
he asserts, has played a more im portant 
part in the development of the hum an 
intellect than any other agency, since it 
brings its possessor into more intim ate 
relations w ith the ^external w orld than 
any other organ. Some m enagerie man, 
w ith more practical observation than 
the (German professor and a sm aller 
bump of theorizing, has pointed out that 
the only flaw in this reasoning is that 
if it is correct the gorillas and chim pan­ 
zees ought to have a higher m ental de­ 
velopm ent than m an, because they have 
four good hands instead of two, and any 
one of the four is stronger than the 
eight hands of four men. 
Well 
authenticated stories of the 
sagacity of elephants are so num erous 
th at it is never necessary to resort to ex­ 
aggeration to say som ething interesting 
about them. 
In their w ild state the 
leader of a herd has been seen when ap­ 
proaching swam py ground to extend one 
foot to try its solidity before trusting 
his w eight to it. 
W’hen satisfied of its 
firmness, he would go confidently on, 
aud the w hole herd would follow in 
single file, cautiously stepping i:/fVtl:e 
footprints of the leader, so that when 
the entire herd had tlm s passed the 
ground would look as if a single anim al 
had gone th a t way. 
The same tra it of 
oantion is preserved in the doraesticatod 
animal. 
The action is not tho result of 
training, lmt a brute instinct always dis 
played and bearing a striking resem ­ 
blance to reason. 
When Jum bo tried to butt a fast 
freight off from the G rand Trunk track* 
in an effort to save the baby of the Bar- 
lrnm herd, Tom Thum b, and lost his 
life in the attem pt, it was said that his 
action gave unm istakable evidence of 
reason, though it was poor testim ony to 
lis judgm ent th at he so greatly under­ 
estim ated the force of the locomotive. 
In the m atter of the food value of d if­ 
ferent m aterials the reasoning power of 
the elephant is very faulty, however. 
He w ill eat alm ost anything that comes 
his way. 
If a canvasm an leaves a ooat 
or vest hanging on a quarter pole w ith ­ 
in reach of an elephant, the big brute ; 
w ill edge over tow ard it and w atch an 
opportunity when unobserved to touch 
it w ith his trunk. 
Then he w ill begin 
to haul it toward him , putting in rolls 
of hay and chewing them between times» 
As soon as the garm ent is at his feet tho 
olephant w ill put one of his ponderous 
five hoofed pedals on it and begin to 
tear it up, rolling the pieces in his 
trunk aud stuffing them into his m outh. 
The sole of a shoe is ju st as good for 
him to chew on as a wisp of hay, and 
his natural instinct of m ischief incline« 
him to prefer that w hich he knows hi 
forbidden him. 
The first elephant brought to A m erica 
for exhibition purposes was Old Bet, 
and it has often been rem arked th a t the 
Am erican circus was built on her shoul­ 
ders. Different accounts fail to agree in 
regard to the date of her im portation, 
which is placed all the way frpm 1776 
to 1888 by different w riters of old tim e 
reminiscences. 
Old Bet was brought 
over in the ship Am erica, of which Cap­ 
tain Crowuiugsliield was m aster, and 
she landed, according to the harbor rec­ 
ords, in P hiladelphia in A pril, 1798. 
She was but 5 feet high, and the sum 
of |10,000 was paid for her, the largest 
price that had been paid up to th.it tim e 
for any anim al, either here or in E u­ 
rope. 
Sho was first exhibited in P h ila ­ 
delphia and astonished the public daily 
by draw ing the corks from 80 bottles 
of beer aud drinking the contents. 
On 
the 20th of June, 1799, sh^ passed 
through New York on the way to Bos­ 
ton. 
Old Bet had been bought on the com­ 
m unity plan by a num ber of fillm ers of : 
Putnam county, N. Y ., at the instance 1 
of one Ludw ig B istadler, each m ortgag- j 
ing his farm and putting $500 into the j 
venture. They exhibited her under wag- j 
on sheds at hotels by putting a piece of j 
feide canvas up in front of the shod. The ' 
adm ission was 25 cents for adults nnd 
12)£ cents, or a York shilling, for ch il­ 
dren. This gigantic zoological inatitnte, 
as the caravan was called, traveled east 
as far as Paw tucket, R. I ., whore the 
elephant, in spite of its docile disposi- 1 
tion, was shot and killed. 
As the “ in- * 
stitu te” contained no other attractions j 
the show closed. 
The same proprietors I 
then im ported a second elephant, w hich 
they also called Old Bet, and they eu- ! 
larged their exhibition by adding to the • 
collection a lion and a two hon» cage j 
and one monkey iu a box strapped on to 
the hind e n ^ o f the lion’s cage. 
The 
»pond Old Bet landed iu 1883. FollowT- 
Ing her to these shores the next pachy­ 
derm to arrive seems to have been Mo­ 
gul, a very big fellow w ith long tusks, 
who was burned on the steam er Soyal 
Tar between St. Jo h n ’s aud Portland, 
Me.—Chicago Inter Ocean.

CAME TO BE W RITTEN. 


ïlta Author Tolls au Interesting Story of 
Its Com position—W ithin an H oar After 
the Idea Came Four G entlem en W ere 
Singing the Song. 


In Richm ond, a little tow n of less 
than 1,000 inhabitants, alm ost on the 
southern boundary line of Illinois, lives 
¡the author of “ In the Sweet By and 
By. ” 
He is a practicing physician and 
is under 60 years of age. The im m ortal 
hym n was w ritten when he was only 81 
and is the single soiife of his life. 
D uring the civil w ar a wave of m oral 
elevation and intellectual activity pass­ 
ed over the country. 
Iu this grand 
aw akening of the conscience there was a 
flood of m usic— m artial, religious, do­ 
mestic. George F. Root and Stephen J. 
¡Foster Mere both w riting songs that 
¡lived, and Sunday school liymns passed 
out of the driveling period into one of 
elevated sim plicity. 
JuSl at this tim o Sam uel Fillm ore 
^Bennett wns graduated from Ann A r­ 
bor, M ich., and begun a newspaper ca­ 
reer at Elkhoru, W is., on The Independ­ 
ent. 
J. P. Webster, the m usical com­ 
poser, was living in the sam e town, and 
it was only a few m ouths before the 
editor aud the m usician w ere col la bora t- 
ing. 
The w ar intervened, and L ieuten­ 
ant B ennett of the F ortieth Wisconsin 
volunteers retnrued to Elkhoru to open 
a drug store and resume his verse w rit­ 
ing. 
He nnd Mrs. W ebstei began in 
1867 to work on a Sunday school song- 
book, called “ The Signet R in g ,” w hich 
was afterw ard published. 
T his period of his life is the most 
¡precious of all his experiences to Dr. 
Bennett. N ot long ago lie told the whole 
story to an interested group of listeners, 
his eyes filling w ith tears as he vindi­ 
cated his friend from calnm nies: 
“ Currency has been givten to the 
sham eful story th a t Mr. Webster was 
dm uk when he w rote the music, aud 
another account has it that we were both 
drunk. 
I am thankful to do jnstico to 
one of the noblest men that ever lived 
—a fine, sensitive soul, w ith the true 
artistic feeling. Again, it has been said 
th at w e were both infidels, and tho soug 
the ribald jest of a carouse. 
As to my 
religion, th at is my own uffuir, but the 
hope and longing of every im m ortal soul 
us expressed in th a t song were the faith 
of both of us. 
To both creation would 
have seemed a farce if iutfnite love and 
im m ortality had not overshadowed us 
and prom ised a life of bliss beyond the 
grave, 
, 
“ Mr. Webster, like m any musicians, 
w as of an exceedingly nervous aud sen­ 
sitive nature, and subject to fits of de­ 
pression. I knew his peculiarities well, 
and when I found him given np to bine 
devils, I ju st gave him a cheerful song 
to work on. 
One m orning he came into 
the store aud w alked to the stovo w ith ­ 
out speaking. 
“ ‘W iiat’s np now, W ebster?’ I asked. 
I 
“ 'I t ’s no m atter. It w ill be all rig h t 
by and by. ’ 
“ The idea of the hym n came to me 
like a flash of sunshine—‘The Sweet By 
and B y.’ Everything w ill be all right 
then. ‘Why w ouldn’t th at m ake a good 
hymn?* 
. 
“ ‘Maybe it w ould,’ he replied gloom ­ 
ily. 
T urning to tho desk, I wrote as 
rapidly as I could. 
In less than half an 
hour, I think, th e song as it stands to­ 
day w as w ritten. Here it is: 
“ There’s a land that is fairer than day, 
And by faith wo can two it afar. 
For the Father waits over th* way 
To prepare us a dwelling placo tb«re.

In the sweet by and by

“ To our bountiful Father above 
Wo will offer tho tribute of praise 
For tho glorious gift of his love 
And tbo blessings that hallow our days. 
“ In tho m eantim e tw o friends, N. H. 
¡Caruwell and S. E. B right, had come 
in, I handed the verses to Mr. Webster, 
a little trem ulous w ith em otion. 
As he 
read it his eyea kindled. 
Stepping to 
the de»sk, be began to jo t down the 
notes. 
He picked up his violin and 
tried them. 
In ten m inutes we four 
goutleruen were singing th a t song, Mr. 
R. R. Crosby cam e in, aDd w ith tear* 
iu his eyes said, ‘G entlem en, that hymn 
is im m ortal * 
We were all excited, 
elated. 
W ithin tw o weeks the children 
of the tow n w ere singing it on the 
street«. 
“ Iu 1868 ‘The Signet R ing’ was pub­ 
lished, the published distributing cireu- 
,lars to advertise it and on the sheets 
w a s ‘The Sweet By and B y.’ 
On the 
strength of th at one song nearly 250,000 
eopies of the book were sold. 
The song 
was afterw ard brought out in sheet m u­ 
sic, and it has been translated into a 
num ber of foreign languages. 
“ Webster, CrosJjy and C arsw ell are nil 
dead. 
S. E. B right of F o rt Atkinson, 
W is., 'and m yself are the only living 
w itnesses to the origin of thé song. ” — 
Louisville Post.
